A slim, delicate woman of gentle 
demeanor.

Offer Great Problem, He

NEW YORK, May 3.—The text of 
a speech delivered by Nikolai Lenine, 
the Russian Premier, before the 
Tenth Congress of the Communist 
party, as printed in the official Bol- 
shevist newspaper Pravda of March 
10, was made public today by A. J. 
Sack, director of the Russian In- 
formation Bureau in the United 
States, representing in this country 
the Russian democratic anti-Bolshe- | 
vist forces. This is the speech 
which led to reports that Lenine had

repudiated a world revolution and 
communism for Russia. | 

Referring to the question of world | 
Lenine said: 

“Aid is coming to us from the| 
Western European countries. It Its’! 
not coming as fast as we should like | 
it, but it is coming nevertheless and | 
gathering strength. Of course, the| 
world revolution has made a great | 
step forward, in comparison with'! 
last year. Of course, the Communist 
International, which last vear exist- 
ed merely in the form of proclama- | 
tions, is now existing as an inde- | 
pendent party in every country. In 
Germany, France and Italy the Com- 
munist International has become not 
only the center of the labor move- 
ment, but the focus of attention for 
the whole political life of those! 
countries. This is our conquest, and 
The 
world revolution {Is growing strong- 
er, while the economic crisis in Eu- 
rope is getting worse at the same 
time.

“The peasants are not satisfied,” 
said Lenine. ‘They do not care for 
the economic forms we offered them. 
We must not conceal anything, but 
admit that a form of relationships 


which the peasantry does not care 


for will never exist.

The peasantry 
has become far more middle class 
than before. The village has been 
leveled down. The middle class peas- 
ant now predominates. We must, 
therefore, see what -this peasant 
wants. He demands: First, a certain 
freedom in his economic turnover;

Can you see in your 
mind’s eye the great teocalli, the temple of the 
majority, where the hearts of living men were 
cut out and held up to the sun by his dancing 
votaries, while far away, in a place made love- 
ly by quiet and birdsong, the protesting mi- 
nority offered from the top of its tiny temple 
flowers and perfumes to Quetzalcoatl, who 
stood for love and beauty and asked no man’s 
hurt? That is the greatest picture one can con- 
jure up in Mexico, where the past persistently 
parades the mind. It is a symbol of all timo 
and all places, a scene which has been enacted 
in some form or other from the beginning, and 
which shall no doubt continue to thrill us to 
the end.

and other products and wages, oper- 
ating expenses of utilities have in- 
creased in the same manner as in 
other industries.

Charles W. Rutledge has been apne 
pointed by Gov. Hyde as a Judge of 
the Circuit Court, to take office June 
20, when.the new State statute in- 
creasing the number of Circuit 
'Judges here from 14 to 16 becomes 
effective. The other additional 
judgeship has been filled by the ap- 
pointment of Henry A. Hamilton, as- 
sociate and now acting City Coun- 
selor. Rutledge lives at 3638A Flad 
avenue, and has a law office in the 
Boatmen’'s Bank Building. He was 
a member of the Board of Freehold- 
ers of 1914, which drafted the praes- 
ent City Charter. 

The appointment of Rutledge fol- 
lows the deelination of Forrest C. 
Donnell, Senator Spencer’s law 
partner, to whom the Governor ten- 
dered an appointment when he 
named Hamilton.

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Most Men Don’t Know Beauty 
When They See It, Says Artist | | 


* = 
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He Insists That Intelligence Is Necessary to 
Real Beauty and That the “Chicken” 
Type of Girls Has Neither. 


By Marguerite Dean. 


“RB EAUTY and brains go 
beauty. Most men in 
it. The ‘chicken’ 
“The man who has been 
in the woman he marries, for 

“Many an American girl is ruining 
her natural beauty and changing the 
shape of her face by chewing gum. 

“Because of the mingling of many 
races and ancestral strains, because 
of the increasing devotion to sports 
and an outdoor life, because of the 
splendid freedom of her environment 
and of her outlook, the American 
woman, often beautiful today, has 
the chance of developing into the 
most beautiful woman the world has 
ever known.”’ 

These are bits of the philosophy of 
beauty as enunciated to me by Dr. 
Arnold Genthe, discoverer and pho- 
tographer of the “Venus of Broad- 
way” and of hundreds of beautiful 
American women. 

Like the peripatetic 
of old, Dr. Genthe paced up and 
down as he talked, his tall, slender, 
athletic figure—-the feet shod with 
riding boots and spurs—moving rap- 
idly back and forth between the door 
and the window 
occasional darts to one side of the 
room or the other for a photograph 
or a book of plates which would il- 
lustrate his words. He steps as 
lightly as an athletic boy, and under 
grizzied hair his keen, cleverly mod- 
eled face is rosy. 

“Ie it really true,”’ I asked Dr. 
Genthe, “that ‘the moment we lose 
beauty we lose intelligence as a 
writer phrases it in the current num- 
ber of Physical Culture? Do the two 
go together? In the popular con- 
ception, the pretty girl is superficial 
and the ‘highbrow’ is unattractive.”
